The competitive exhibition 
of paintings of native artists sent to study in Rome has 
been going on at the Eoole des Beaux Arts. The subject 
given was “Sophocles Accused by his Sons.” There 
were ten competitors whose paintings were all more or 
less good ; but there were two who really represented 
the subject most satisfactorily. In the productions of 
some of the others there were a few absurd mistakes : 
for instance, one artist represented one of the poet’s 
judges, with his hand placed on a large volume bound 
in green, with red edges, closely resembling the “Code 
Napoleon” of the present day ; another introduced a 
Greek inscription on the wall, in which he betrayed 
his ignorance of that respectable language by some 
lamentable orthographical mistakes. But, with a few 
such exceptions, the subject has been well treated, and 
the paintings wonderfully wel! executed, and, altogether, 
reflect great credit on the young artists and their 
patrons, by whore assistance they have been enabled to 
visit Rome, and, while there, procure instruction in 
their art which otherwise they never could have hoped 
o obtain, 

In consequence of the wetness of the season, and the 
difficulty of drying hay, an order has been issued by 
the Prefect, advising farmers, before storing their hay 
for the winter, to spread it out in layers and scatter salt 
over it, in the proportion of a pound of salt toa hundred 
of hay.

Earthworks have been 
thrown up here and there, but there were not meno 
enough to man them and keep up a proper look out. 

“ The guns (he says) have not yet eome up, and hardly 
any exertions are being made to establish a battery on 
the hillocks of San Angelo and San Mic which com- 
mand Capua and protect the passage of the Volturno, 
from Santa Maria up to Cajazzo. It must be added that 
the Royal troops are in no better predicament, fortu- 
nately for Naples ; for if King Franciso had a handful 
of resolute men, he could march to the capital just as he 
pleased, and crush us like insects. e are wholly 
unprotected. In the neighbourhood of Capua the 
same carelessness is apparent, no redoubts or fleld- 
works to protect the place from an assault, The for- 
tifications are precisely in the same position as if no hos. 
tilities were going on. Yesterday General Mellwitz 
(Garibaldian) went to Capua under a flag of truce, for the 
purpose of seeing after the wounded. On the previous 
day Salzano had sent to La Musa, at Santa Maria, for 
some leeches. Mellwitz was fretly admitted, and went 
about the town escorted by a very polite officer, He 
saw Salzano, whe told him, ‘Sir, be assured that your 
and our opinions and principles are the same, but we 
are compelled to fight in defence of a flag which we 
have served all our lives, and which, at the eleventh 
hour, an unfortunate event has commit to our 
hooour, We will shed the last drop of our blood in its 
defence.’ Mellwitz made no reply. The King’s two 
brothers, Don Luigi and Don Alfonso, were at Cajazzo 
during the attack; they have returned to Gaeta. The 
monks of Cajazzeo sided with the Garibaldians.” 

A private letter | have seen says their convent was 
burnt. The same correspondent gives a graphic sketch 
of the relative position of the two armies;— 

“The two armics are now facing each other, the 
Garibaidians on the left, the Royalists on the right bank 
of the Volturno. The King’s forces are supported (in 
military parlance) by Gaeta ; its basis of operations is 
Capua, and its head extends as far as Cajazzo. Gari- 
baldi’s army has its head-quarters at Maddaloni, near 
Caserta; 12,000 men are concentrated there under the 
orders of Medici and Meliwitz; ite advanced posts 
stretch from San faccio to the hill tops of 
San Michele, where a small breastwork for eight 
rifie-guns is constructed, to command a ford by 
which the Volturno may be crossed. On the hillock 
of San Angelo an earthwork is being constructed 
for another reflex battery to guard the river 
and bombard Capua, from whence a constant fire of 
artillery is kept up to molest the working parties 
Fifty-seven shells were fired yesterday, but the only 
sufferer was an uaofortunate donkey, who was quietly 
grazing bard by, after summarily relieving himeelf of 
the burden of a Capuchin monk, who accompanies the 
Sicilian bri as almoner, Whilet | was there 
yesterday the Neapolitans fired seven rockets ; a very 
harmless pastime as far as we are concerned, The 
Garibaldians are making smal! stacks of those they pick 
up ; of the 57 shells abovementioned only 11 burst.

The narrative concludes :— 

“I may remark that the apprehensions of the staff 
were quite correct. The telegraph (as announced yes- 
terday) has brought tidings of the fall of Piedimonte, 
a suceess which will enable the Neapolitans to turn 
(varibaldi’s flank.” 

Phe popularity of Garibaldi with the navy appears 
loubtful.

Meanwhile anarchy prevails at Naples, and Garibaldi, 
iy his obstinate folly, is securing for Cavour and imme.
